500 waggons of Coal (2 tons each) | 
lowered from the mine to the 2a, and 
the empty waggons hanled lo tho Colliery | 
again, a distance of one milo each way, | 
equal to 1,000 miles of single wagyon | 
traffic on the railway. : 

74 miles per week of underground | 
haulage are performed by engine power 
and ropes, bringing 3,600 Coal iuis to 
the shaft bottom and returning them to 
their various stationg in the mine, 

150,000,000 cubic feet of impure nir 
exhausted from the mine per week by a 
mechanical fun worked by a small engine. 

6,000 running feet of timber for Usl- 
liery purpoges cut by a circular saw par 
weok, 

2,000 mon lowerod and an equal 
number raised per week, equal to 4,000 
men passed up and down tho shaft, 

Apropos of the above, I may state that 
above 90,000 men have been lowered 
and raised into and from the Colliory, 
making over 180,000 riska during the 
year 1879, with not a single accidont to 
record to life or limb in the shaft or in 
the woderground workings, Tho three 
ongines ia use are all handled by Native 
workmen, superintended by an English 
colliery engineer. ‘ i 

The underground work in the Colliery 
goos steadily on. In two districts the | 
pillars of Coal aro being removed and 
new Coal won at the same tine. Pro. | 
parations are in active progress in; 
another district to remove the Coal by ! 
“jong wall working.” This system 
remains to be tricd here yet, but no 
doubts are entertained as to its oventual 
success; the results to be obtained by 
this mode of working being a greater 
proportion of round Coal. 

Three self-acting inclinca bring the 
Coal from the high workings to the shaft 
level, and two dip engine banks convey 
the Coal “up” to the shaft level. The 
“ wain and tail rope system ” of under- 
ground haulage ia in use on the level, 

The work of underground supervision 
iy becoming more ardnons as some miles 
of galleries are to be daily traversed by 
tho English overmon. 

An improved double screen haw lately 
beon added to tha Colliery plant, which 
separates tho Coal into three qualities 
aod delivers it into throo waggous at 
the same time. Theso three s.z:8 ave 
named respeolively round, nuts, aud 
duff. Attached to tho screen ig an 
apparatus for saving the breakagy of 
the large Coal in its descent from 
tho screen to the bottom of — tht 
waggon, This apparatus ia also em 
ployed to regulate the price per tub of 
Coal paid to the hewor, and has 
a most beneficial eff:ct in inducing the 
cval-hewer to pruduce wore round Coal, 
as acertain weight of large Coal only 
will overcome the balance weight attach 
od; the hewer receiving 4 larger price 
for such tuba ns weigh down the tray. 

The total quantity of Coal raised 

- during the year 1879 was 30,046 tons, 
boing an inoreaye over (hat raiscd in 
1878 of 14,029 tons, ‘The extimated 
value of the Colliery’s produce for the 
past year, taking large and small Coal 
into account, and calculating $2.50 per 
ton throughout the year ag an average 
rate, will be $76,113, 

During the past year the Kuropean 
working staff has been lessened by cight 
men, who have gone home, time expired. 
The total European staff now consists of 
three underground overmen, one surface 
engineer, one mining engineer (self), aud 
a Colliery surgeon. ‘This staff is sufficient 
for the present, so long as sickness does 
not interfere with their duties, I have 
pleasure in stating that tho moat ki:d!y 
feeling exists between the European and 
Chinese staffs, and the work gocs on 
smoothly, The Obinese ure stendily 
improving in the use of to Js, engincs, 
eto., placed in their hands, and in their 
general knowledge of advanced mining, 
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The railway from the Colliery to the 
sea, aud the self-acting “ coal-tipping 
apparatua” in conneotion therewith, work 
admirably ; so°much eo thut the cost in 
wages in transporting a ton of Coal from 
the Colliery to the sea, and putting it 
into a coal-boat, does not reach four 
cents, the distance being exactly one 
mile; the above covers the return journey 
of the trucks, 

Numerous ‘workwon's houses are 
apringing up on all aides, giving to the 
neighbourhood a prosperous and business. 
like appearance, 

A strongly niarked change, imparting 
a vigorous tone to Colliery affairs, has 
within the last wonth come ovér us, 
which can only be asoribed to. the relin- 
quishing by the Colliery officials of that 
obatructive attitude of passive resistance 
which has all along marked the brief life 
of this enterprise, For the first time 
since | undertook this work, my arrange- 
mente bavo met-with no official opposi- 
tion for about a month ‘past ; tho result 
is the Colliery output ia doubled, and, 

* according to the paymaster, a consider- 
able profit will accrue from our last 
month's working, Not only has the 
quantity of Coal.co largely increased, but 
its marketable value is much enhanced 
by the greater caro: the howers arénow 
bestowing on the produotion of large 
Coal, consequent on the rearrangement 
of prices with regard to lerge and small 
Coal, a measure I have advocated un- 
onostngly for long, but to deaf ears until 
ately,
